"RUSSIA TODAY" BY 
NOTED EYE WITNESS 

The Rev. F. Seidenberg, S. J., Famed 
Sociologist, Describes Present 
State of Soviet Union 

COMMUNISM HAS NOT MATERILIZED 



Soviet In Full Control. Country 
Lacks Good Foreign Money — 
Conditions Deplorable. 

The Reverend F. Siedenberg, S. J., 
noted sociologist, lectured on “Russia 
Today” at Rockhurst college, before 
a group of enthusiastic listeners, 
Monday evening, February 14. The 
lecture was sponsored by the Rock- 
hurst Academy of Science. 

Capitalism Encouraged 

Father Siedenberg explained the 
conditions now existing in Russia. He 
stated that Russia is not communistic. 
The government is controlled by the 
Communistic party, but Soviet Rus- 
sia itself has turned to state socialism. 
“By state socialism is meant,” Father 
Siedenberg said, “the Soviet owns and 
operates all the factories, mines, mills 
and farms.” Father asserted that 
capitalism was encouraged, however 
there is a limitation on private wealth. 
The living conditions in Russia are 
deplorable because the country lacks 
good foreign money. All its resources 
are exchanged for standard foreign 
money and after securing this, the 
Soviet Union invests it in armaments 
for land and sea. 

Food is Inferior 

The speaker stated further that the 
food supply in Russia is scarce and of 
inferior quality. The wage scale 
varies widely, according to the type of 
work done. Screen actors and ac- 
tresses, ballet dancers, and novelists 
are the highest wage earners. Wo- 
men workers receive the lowest wage, 
about thirty dollars a month. 

The price of commodities is ex- 
tremely high, but the price of lux- 
uries is almost prohibitive. Living 
quarters are crowded; in most gov- 
ernment apartments of seven rooms, 
six or more families live. 

Russia Needs God 

The Russians entertain themselves 
by the theater, rugby, soccer, and 
some tennis. They take an active 
part in sports for they are directing 
all their best efforts toward the 
health of the young children. The 
realization of the importance of young 
people has made the government at- 
tempt to safe-guard the health of 
the young with the thought in mind 
that these children will some day rule 
Russia. 

The speaker completed the lecture 
by stating that the most important 
need of Russia is a God and a re- 
ligion, and the only menns of improv- 
ing the conditions in the Soviet 
would be a revolt of the Russian 
army or a war in which Russia is de- 
feated.

ISSUE ATU. S. U. MEET 

The Rev. E. J. Weisenburg, S. J. Out- 
lines Plan to Contradict False 
Propaganda. 

The mid-winter session of the 
Leavenworth Diocesan Council of 
the Kansas State Sodality Union met 
Saturday, February 19, at Ward high 
school, Kansas City, Kansas. Most 
Reverend Paul C. Schulte, S. T. D., 
Bishop of Leavenworth, opened the 
convention with a Missa Recitata in 
the school auditorium. Following 
Mass the Ward high school band 
entertained the assembly and the Rt. 
Rev. Msgr. J. P. Mckenna, president 
of Ward, greeted the sodalists in a 
speech of welcome. The first ses- 
sion of the convention was formally 
opened by the Rev. E. J. Weisenberg, 
S. J., Kansas State Sodality Adviser, 
who acted as chairman, and the 
assembly began the discussion of the 
program, “Carrying Christ to Kan- 
sas.” The principle subject of dis- 
cussion was propaganda. Father 
Weisenberg gave a brief outline of 
the propaganda program to be car- 
ried out. He stated that it was nec- 
essary to counteract the false propa- 
ganda directed against the Church 
by propagating Catholic propaganda 
both individually and in groups. 

An open forum was held to discuss 
the various means each school had 
employed to further propaganda.

“The power and influence of the Catholic Press are 
so great that even seemingly insignificant activity in its 
favor is of great importance.” 

These words of Pope Pius XI urge even students to 
do what they can to further the cause of the Catholic 
press. Students may ask how any effort on their part 
would have an effect, but even the least effort can pro- 
duce tremendous results. This may be illustrated by an 
event that began fifteen years ago along the seashore 
at Long Beach. A Catholic layman who noticed that 
speakers in the district were expressing hostile views 
against the Catholic Church, wanted to defend his 
church against these attacks. After writing a pamphlet 
entitled “The Truth About Catholics,” he placed copies 
of it in boxes along the seashore. Although those who 
bitterly opposed the Church tore them down, he re- 
placed them again and again. Finally people became 
interested in these booklets. Tourists carried copies 
back to their homes, and the pamphlet circulated 
throughout the entire country. Copies were mailed 
everywhere. They were sent abroad to Europe and 
to Missionary countries. Non-Catholics wrote for them 
and over 1,300,000 copies have been distributed through- 
out the world. This is an example of what one man 
did to spread the truth about Catholics. 



Japan or China 

The Reverend James M. Gillis, C. S. P., commenting 
in the True Voice through the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference News Service, makes clear that Japan 
is not favorably disposed toward Christianity, and 
Catholics who believe that the control of China by 
Japan would be advantageous to the spread of Chris- 
tianity have been grossly misinformed. Father Gillis 
calls attention to the fact that the rise of the Church 
in China during the past thirty years has been phe 
nomenal. In 1905, in the Chinese empire there were 
880,000 Catholics. This number increased so rapidly 
that immediately before the present war there were 
nearly three million Catholics. On the other hand the 
state of Christianity in Japan is deplorable. There are 
only 110,000 Catholics in a population of over 70,000,- 
000 people, and missionaries have little hope for suc- 
cess in converting Japan. These figures are almost 
positive proof that if Japan should take possession of 
China the flourishing condition of Christianity in China 
would be impaired and millions of souls in the great 
Chinese nation could not be reaped for Christ.

DR. G. H. DERRY AT K. OF C. HALL 

Explains How “To Take the Wind 
Out of Communists’ Sails 

“The way to take the wind out of 
the Communist’s sails,” stated Dr. 
George Hermann Derry, in a lecture 
at the Knights of Columbus hall, 
February 21, is to quit quack eco- 
nomics. The only way to save cap- 
italism is to pass capitalism around 
— give the workers a stake in capital 
to defend.

Dr. Derry concluded that “The 
hope of Communists in the United 
States is in the next depression, 
which they believe will occur about 
1940.

— they will be unemployed and will 
see their children go to bed sup- 
perless. Under those conditions, the 
workers will surrender to the hal- 
cyon hopes that constitute the stock 
in trade of Bolshevist propaganda.” 

Dr. Derry spoke before an audi- 
ence of two hundred. 

DR. GEO. LEE GIVES HEALTH TALK 

Address St. Teressa’s Students On 
Heart Functions and Diseases. 

Doctor George Lee addressed the 
students of St. Teresa’s college and 
academy in the fifth of a series of 
health lectures, sponsored by the 
Health Conservation Association of 
Kansas City, Monday, February 8.
